The text books, the names of which are printed in italics, shall continue to be used in such schools only as have adopted the same on or before the 30th June, 1887. 

On and after the 1st day of July, 1889, all text books, the names of which are printed in italics, shall cease to be authorized, unless their use is extended for a further period by resolution 
of the Trustees. 

All text books prescribed or required for senior matriculation or for the examinations of the first year in any of the Universities of Ontario, may be used in such Forms as take up 
senior matriculation work. 

For religious instruction, either the Sacred Scriptures or the Scripture Readings adopted by the Education Department shall be used by teachers and pupils as prescribed by Regulations 
8 and 200-206. 

After the First day of July, 1888, an edition of each of the English Literature texts for Forms II. and III. will be authorized each year by the Education Department.
